TO:-  The -Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lords,  Mrs.  Evans  and 

The  trends  in  the  public  health  of  the  Rural  District 
in  i960,  continued  those  of  1959.  Thus  the  population  has 
increased  owing  to  immigration  as  the  result  of  private 
development.  This  increase  more  than  count er— balanced  the 
decrease  due  to  the  excess  of  deaths  over  births.  The 
birth-rat.e  was,  in  fact,  the  lowest  for  a  number  of  years. 

The  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  as  last 
year,  at  a  low  level.  The  10  cases  of  food  poisoning 
comprised  one  outbreak  of  mild  illness.  It  was  due  to 
contamination  of  ham  by  a  shop  assistant  in  a  holiday 
camp,

HATER  SUPPLIES 


Samples  were  taken  from  the  water  supplies  within 
the  Council’s  area  periodically,  and  submitted  for 
analysis . 

( i )  Ayt on 

Of  forty— four  samples  of  water  taken  from 
the  supply  after  chlorination,  six  proved 
to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the  remainder  sat isfactary  when 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Forty-four  lovibond  tests  were  made. 

( i i )  Burniston,  Cloughton  and  Stainton  Dale 

Of  twenty— six  samples  taken  from  the  Stainton 
Dale  Village  Private  Supply,  which  is  unchlor¬ 
inated,  three  proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory, 
ten  satisfactory  and  thirteen  unsatisfactory 
upon  being  submitted  for  analysis. 

Of  twenty— six  samples  taken  from  the  Parish 
Hell  Private  Supply,  which  is  also  untreated, 
two  proved  to  be  excellent,  nine  satisfactory 
and  fifteen  unsatisfactory.

Of  forty-four  samples  taken  from  the 
chlorinated  private  supply  serving  the 
villages  of  Wykeham  and  Ruston,  forty- 
three  were  satisfactory  and  one  unsatis¬ 
factory  upon  analysis.

Of  twenty-one  samples  taken  from  Forest 
Lodge,  North  Moor,  from  a  partially 
chlorinated  private  supply  serving  the 
Forestry  Cottages  at  North  Moor,  eighteen 
we re  satisfactory  and  three  unsatisfactory 
upon  analysis.

Public  Water  Supplies  in 
general  were  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity  during  the  year.

(iii)  Closet  Accommodation  of  Dwellinghouses 

Of  the  2,846  dwellings  within  the  Rural  District 
at  31st  December,  i960,  2,220  had  a  water 
carriage  system,  1,l40  being  connected  to  the  main 
sewers  1,060  having  either  a  septic  tank  or  cess¬ 
pool  method  of  disposal.  The  remaining  646 
dwellings  have  either  pail  or  chemical  closets.
